As was stated in the first Petition, the last applicant, Allen R. Toney, had 
repeatedly stated that he would sign the forms and then he subsequently had not done so. 
Attached was a copy of a letter from Ms. Delgado to Mr. Toney, attached to which was an 
International Recorded Delivery Form that he signed in February, 2002, indicating receipt 
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of the documents. The undersigned had spoken with Mr. Toney by telephone on two 
occasions, May 3, 2002, and May 9, 2002, during which he stated that he would sign and 
send the forms to the undersigned.

Accordingly, Mr. Toney is in possession of the application papers and his conduct 
constitutes a refusal to sign. The signing Applicants respectfully request that they may 
make the application without the Declaration of Mr. Toney under 37 CFR 1.47(a).
